During tho nigli^t the vast majority 
of the members of the "lighting le- 
gions" either surrendered

Only the members who acted as 
a guard to the revolutionary committee 
stuck to their colors and the surrender 
cf this handful furnished tho last act 
of the sanguinary drama. 


The .staging of this last act was ad- 
tnirabÎG—a Know-covered landscape, tho 
âmall black residence with a tiny red 
ftag fluttering from its gable, the end 
of Gorbatoff bridge, black with the guns 
of the artillery and a thin encircling 
line of tho Seminovsky regiment of the 
guard, brokpn only in tho direct line 
of the fire. Suddenly there v/as a flash 
of red fire from the mouth of one of the 
guns and a solid shot ploughed through 
tiie wolls of the house. A few splutter- 
insï sl^ots-replied from a window. The 
cannon spoke again and again until a 
doKcn shots had been J5red% 


It looked like murder to the specta- 
tors on a hill, and so lovldcntly thought 
tho ofBcer lU command of the battery, 
which ceased fire. A reserve company 
of the SeminovKky regiment then ad- 
vanced and fired volleys at the upper 
windows. At the third volley a white 
handkerchief attachnd to a bayonet 
was pushed through a shattered pajio. 
It waved fraotically and all was over. 


The little garrison of SO marched out 
and laid down their arms, a strango 
collection of rifles and repeating shot* 
guns. All had revolvera. 


Strange to say. not one 6t the men 
had even been wounded, and when they 
found that they would not be imme- 
diately executed they appeared to bo 
rather relieved that the end of the 
struggle had come. 
They 
gathered 
aroimd the soldiers' bivouac, stretched 
their haiids eagerly over the cheerful 
nrfts and begged cigarettes from the 
guards. 


Considering the intensity of 
the 
bombardment, when as many as five 
shots a minute were fired, besides the 
steady volleys of the infantry, the 
losses are surprisingly small, not more 
than 40 of the revolutionaries or the 
inhabitants 
being killed, 
and 
only 
about 200 being wounded in the dis- 
trict 
.

the cabinet 


A close friend of the premier pre- 
dicted that the struggle at court would 
end in the granting of a constitution 
or Witte's resignation. 


The threat of a general strike in 
the near future has disappeared, and 
the telegraph 
strike, being 
without 
support is fast ^oing to pieces. In 
spite of the mild appeals of the union 
to stand firm. 


The members of Count Witte's cabi- 
net distinctly deny that the govern- 
ment has entôred on tho path of re- 
action, but they say that the present 
anarchy cannot continue and that per- 
sons amenable to the law will be tried 
In the courts. There can bo no ques- 
tion of arbitrary methods, they aay, 
and they add that if the government 
should really enter on the path ot 
reaction It must end in a dictatorship, 
the first evidence of which will be 
that the premier will step down and 
out.

considering the matter of legislation 
for the peasants has reached an ex- 
ceedingly important direction. Involv- 
ing the right of the communes to as- 
sign lands In severalty, Jho holders of 
which can sell at will.

BOMB 


KILLS EX-GOVERNOR 


Boise, Idaho, Jan. 1.—-It has dovel- 
rped that the aasassliiation Saturday 
night of former Governor Frank Bteu- 
nenberg with a dynamite bomb was 
perpetrated by some one In person by 
pulling a wire that exploded the dyna- 
mite as the former governor was clos- 
ing the rear gate of his homo. It was 
at first tho\ight that the bomb was ar- 
ranged to explode automatically when 
the gate was op^nod. 
It also devel- 
oped-that two bombs were used, both 
being 
exploded 
simultaneously 
by 
means of wire and waxod fish lino, 
remnants of which were found later 
ou the lawn." 


The conviction grows that Steunen- 
berg was murdered as a result of his 
activity in crushing the miners' strike 
riots at Coeur d'Alene in 1899. 
On 
this thpory, one mnn was arrested, but 
his name is kept secret by the police, 
who say evirtp-nee against the prisoner 
Is strong. 
Five other men have been 
detained on suspicion. 


When daylight dawned on the scene 
of the tragedy, it was found that the 
d/nnrnito had, bet?u exploded by pull- 
ing a wire. Tho exploselve was placed 
against tho latch post and on the in- 
side of tho fhncc. 
That post was to 
the victim's lel't as he entered, but the 
force of the explosion caught him on 
the Hght side, showing that he turned 
partly around in closing the gate be- 
fore the bom he 
exploded. 
This fact, 
with the finding of the wire and il£h 
lino, raako the police certain tliat the 
mine was fired by a wire. The asaas- 
sin, it is though, knew Steunenberg's 
habit of stopping to close the gate, and 
waited until the former governor turn- 
ed. It fioems that the assassin knew 
Steunenberg's habits, since a stranger 
woulil have supposed that he would 
go in the front gate. Steunenborg was 
terribly wounded, .the right arm being 
nearly torn clY. All his right side was 
fearfully torn, the right leg being man- 
gled and shattered. 
Tho features of 
the victim were not disfigured. 
Por- 
tions of clothing wore scattered for 
fifty yards. 
The victim himslof was 
thrown 10 feet from the gate, v/here a 
small hole, 10 inches in depth, shows 
the spot where the bombs lay, 
Tho 
gate is gon?, not 
a splinter 
being 
found. All the windows In the rear 
side of the house were brokon, and 
much glass was broken in other houses 
almost a block away, 


Shoshorje county has offered a re- 
ward of $10.000 for the apprehension 
of the murderers, and has sent its 
sheriff to assist In tho search. It was 
In that county, in the northern end of 
the state, that the Coóur d'Alene riots 
occurred In 1899. 
It is probable the 
funeral will be held in Boise, the body 
lying in state in tho chpitol building. 


Steuueuberg was governor of Idaho 
from 1897 to 1901, having been twice 
elected. Ho was bom in Iowa 44 years 
ago, and had been In Idaho since 1887 
He leaves a widow and three children.

Moscow, Jan. l.~Wnito flags flying 
from a dozen factories in the tenement 
houses of Presna* district, where the 
revolutionaries made their last stand, 
now bear mulo witness to the end of 
the “December uprising in Moscow.” 
Tha entire district is now occupied by 
troops. 


During the nigl^t the vast majority 
cf the members of the “lighting le­ 
gions” either surrendered or, after 
throwing away their arms, endeavored 
to escape in tho guise of peaceful citi- 
xens. Only the members who acted as 
a guard to the revolutionary committee 
stuck to their colors and the surrender 
cf this handful furnished tho last act 
of the sanguinary drama. 


The staging of this last act was ad­ 
mirable—a snow-covered landscape, the 
¿mail black residence with a tiny red 
Rag fluttering from its gable, the end 
of Gorbatoff bridge, black with the guns 
of the artillery and a thin encircling 
lino of tho Seminovsky regiment of the 
guard, broken only in tho direct line 
of the fire. Suddenly there v/as a flash 
of red fire from the mouth of one of the 
guns and a solid shot ploughed through 
the wnlls of the house. A few splutter­ 
ing shots* replied from a window. The 
cannon spoke again and again until a 
dozen shots had been fired% 


It looked like murder to the specta­ 
tors on a hill, and so evidently thought 
the officer iU command of the battery, 
which ceased fire. A reserve company 
of the Seminovsky regiment then ad­ 
vanced and flred volleys at the upper 
windows. At the third volley a white 
handkerchief attached to a bayonet 
was pushed through a shattered pa.no. 
It waved frantically and all was over. 


The little garrison of 20 marched out 
and laid down their arms, a strong* 
collection of rifles and repenting shot* 
guns. All had revolvers. 


Strange to say, not one 6? the men 
had even been wounded, and when they 
found that they would not be imme­ 
diately executed they appeared to bo 
rather relieved that the end of the 
Btruggle had come. 
They gathered 
around the soldiers' bivouac, stretched 
their hands eagerly over the cheerful 
flras and begged cigarettes from the 
guards. 


Considering the intensity of the 
bombardment, when as many as five 
shots a minute were flred, besides the 
steady volleys of the infantry, the 
losses are surprisingly small, not more 
than 40 of the revolutionaries or the 
Inhabitants being killed, 
and only 
about 200 being wounded in the dis­ 
trict 


RUSSIA "QUIETS DOWN 


Witte May Yet Be Abie to Steer Way 
Through Empire1« Troubles. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 2.—The Russian 
government is breathing freer, with a 
fighting chance that Count Witte will 
yet be able to steer a way through 
the rocks which beset his path. The 
Svet, which is often well informed on 
court 
news, 
declares 
the emperor 
favors 
the 
creation of an advisory 
council of moderate zemstvoists, such 
as Gutchkoff, Shipoff and 
others of 
their class to act in conjunction with 
the cabinet 


A close friend of the premier pre­ 
dicted that the struggle at court would 
end in the granting of a constitution 
or Witte's resignation. 


The threat of a general strike in 
the near future has disappeared, and 
the telegraph 
strike, being without 
support, is fast going to pieces, in 
spite of the mild appeal* of the union 
to stand firm. 


The members of Count Witte's cabi­ 
net distinctly deny that the govern­ 
ment has entered on the path of re­ 
action, but they say that the present 
anarchy cannot continue and that per­ 
sons amenable to the law will be tried 
in the courts. There can be no ques­ 
tion of arbitrary methods, they say, 
and they add that if the government 
should really enter on the path of 
reaction it must end in a dictatorship, 
the first evidence of which will be 
that the premier will step down and 
cut. 


The special commission which is 
considering the matter of legislation 
for the peasants has reached an ex­ 
ceedingly important direction, involv­ 
ing the right of the communes to as­ 
sign lands In severalty, fhe holders of 
which can sell at will. Action in ac­ 
cordance with this decision would vir­ 
tually sound the knell- bf the com* 


ramial system. Where the peasants dp- 
sire to retain the communal system, 
however, 
thev may mortgage 
their 
land» to obtain money for tho pur­ 
chase cf additional lands, to make im­ 
provements, to buy agricultural im­ 
plement«. etc. Tho decision of the com. 
misison, &s bused oh the fact that tho 
fcmperor’B remission of further pay­ 
ments ended the necessity for further 
communal 
ownership, 
which 
was 
really a device of the government to 
hold tho entire community responsi­ 
ble for the redemption of the lands 
granted when serfdom was abolished.

Dropping of Cagfcs and Falling Rock 
Most Prolific Causes of Fatality. 
PottsvJUa, Pa., Jan. 2,—Last year1» 
record of accidents Jn the anthracite 
region was 610 killed in and about tho 
mine3. The men thus killed left 145 
widows and 430 orphans. 


Tho 
non-fatal 
accidents /number 
about 1500. Tho death rate last year 
was largely increased by a eerie« of 
accidents caused by cages loaded with 
miners falling down shafts. 


The falling of ‘top rock" wa* tho 
most prolific source of fatalitiea, there 
being over 200 deaths from this cause 
alone. 


Killed Trying to 8ave Her Doll. 
New York, Jan. 2.—Police reserves 
Were called out to disperse a mob that 
was threatening Charles Krepp, a mo* 
torman, whose car had killed 7-year- 
old Anna Owens in Brooklyn, 
The 
child waj crossing the street with her 
Christmas doll, when she dropped the 
plaything. In turning to pick it up she 
stepped in front of the car, Jn a few 
minutes several score of people had 
gathered, and when they learned that 
the girl was dead their tried to drag 
Krepp from the front of the car. He 
took refuge insido, locking front and 
back door». Stones and sticks were 
hurled through the windows at him. 
Finally the police reserves were called 
out, but it was only after uaing their 
clubs that they succeeded in dispers­ 
ing the angry mob.

DYNAMITE “ BOMB 


KILLS EX-GOVERNOR 


Boise, Idaho, Jan. 1.—It has devel­ 
oped that the assassination Saturday 
night of former Governor Frank Bteu- 
tienberg with a dynamite bomb was 
perpetrated by some one in person by 
pulling a wire that exploded the dyna­ 
mite as the formei* governor was cloi- 
ing the rear gate of liia home. It was 
at first thought that the bomb was ar­ 
ranged to explode automatically when 
the gate was opened. 
It also devel­ 
oped-that two bombs were used, both 
being 
exploded 
simultaneously 
by 
means of wire and waxod fish lino, 
remnants of which were found later 


• on the lawn.» 


The conviction grows that Steunen- 


berg was murdered as a result of his 
activity in crushing the miners' strike 
riots at Coeur d’Alene in 1899. 
On 
this theory, one man was arrested, but 
his name is kept secret by the police, 
who say evidence against the prisoner 
is strong. 
Five other men have been 
detained on suspicion. 


When daylight dawned on the seen* 
of the tragedy, it was found that the 


• dynamite had. boon exploded by pull­ 
ing a wire. The exploseive was placed 
against tho latch post and on the in­ 
side of the fence. 
That post was to 
the victim’s left as he entered, but the 
force of the explosion caught him on 
the right side, showing that he turned 
partly around in closing the gate be­ 
fore the bombs exploded. 
This fact 
with the finding of the wire and flth 
line, mako the police certain that the 
mine was fired by a wire. The assas­ 
sin, it is though, knew Steunenberg's 
habit of stopping to close the gate, and 
waited until the former governor turn­ 
ed. 
ft seems that the assassin knew 
¥ 
Stetmenberg's habits, since a stranger 
would have supposed that he would 
go in the front gate. Steunenborg was 
terribly wounded, the right arm being 
nearly torn off. All his right side was 
fearfully torn, the right leg being man* 
gled and shattered. 
Tho features of 
the victim were not disfigured. 
Por­ 
tions of clothing were scattered for 
fifty yards. 
The victim hiinslof was 
thrown 10 feet from the gate, where a 
small hole, 10 inches in depth, shows 
the spot where the bombs lay. 
Tho 
gate is goni*, not 
a splinter being 
found. 
All the windows in the rear 
side of the house were brokon, and 
much glass was broken in other houses 
almost a block away. 


Shoshone county has offered a re* 
ward of $10,000 for the apprehension 
of the murderer«, and has sent Jta 
sheriff to assist In tho search. It was 
in that county, in the northern end oi 
the state, that the Coeur d'Alene riots 
occurred in 1899. 
It h probable the 
funeral will be held in Boise, the body 
lying in state in the chpitol building. 


Steunei)berg was governor of Idaho 
from 1897 to 1901, having been twice 
elected. Ho was born in Iowa 44 years 
ago, and had been in Idaho since 1887 
He leaves a widow and three children.

The dependence of underground wa­ 
ter-supply upon rainfall was clearly 
shown by the government survey of 
the drainage basin of the Arkansas 
River In Kansas last summer.

Professor Girard. a

scientist, who has for eleven years 
been carrying on thorough :*-ud exten- 
sive experiments with potatoes, and in 
one instance obtained a yield a: the 
rate of 1353 bushels per acre, in maiiy 
instauces getting yields of over COO 
bushels, and under adverse conditions 
of seasons where his advice was close- 
ly followed no less than 400 bushels 
per acre was ever produced, says the 
ground should be prepared to a depth 
of sixteen inches and thorough cultiva- 
tion given. He plants whole medium- 
sized potatoes in rows twenty-four 
inches apart and nineteen inches opart 
in the rows. He gives much impor- 
tance to the tops of the potatoes com- 
pletely covering the ground when they 
attain full growth, and does not dig 
the crop until the vines have all died. 
He considers good seed of the very 
greatest importance, which he select' 
from the most productive hills which 
have been marked while growing 0:1 
account of the luxuriant appearance ol 
the tops. By selecting seed in tiiia 
way varieties have not deteriorated, 
but have improved.

H e was supplied with an abund 
ance of money to spend upon amusement 
and pleasure-seekuig and was given oppor- 
tunity to study in the best schools and 
. colleges in Silicia.

V Geiger tired of his life of ease and folly 
and resolved to change it for a career of 
adventure. 
Turning his back upon the 
home of wealth he surreptitiously depart- 


• ed from Silicia, sought a port on the iCorth 
Europe coast and shipped as a sailor.

youth of magnificent physique and great 
Ì endurance, having trained in the gymnas- 
iums of Silicia, he was well adapted to the 
« rough life of the seas. 


JNot much more than a beardless youth 
when he left home, ho satisfied his ainbi- 
; tion for adventure wandering over a great 
portion of the earth. 
Just prior to his 
coming to York county, Geiger was in 
New Orleans, where ho was "shanghaied" 
. upon a trading vessel.

New Rcgfistrarf Named. 


State Health Cominififiioner DIxou has 
announced the appointment of 950 local 
registrars for the collection of vital sta- 
tistics throughout Pennsylvania. 
The 
ten named in Adams county arc: Dr. 
Henry Stewart, Gett^'sburg; C. S. Rice, 
Arendtsville; D. P. I'elap, Benders- 
ville; Charles Hafer, Berwick; H. W. 
King, East Berlin ; Dr. James E Glenn, 
B^airfield; R. A. Hartman, Littlestown; 
Dr. Geo. L. Rice, McSherrystown; Dr. 
Wm. 11. Snyder, New Oxford; Dr. C. L. 
Myers, York Sp'^i^igs. 


The law adopi^u* by the last Legisla- 
ture for an improved system of vital 
statistics went into eifect January 1st, 
when these registrars assumed their du- 
titis. Under the new law all births and 
deaths in this State must be registered 
within ten days. 
Standard forms of cer- 
tificates have been sent to every physi 
cian in Pennsylvania, and these are to 
be filled out and returned to the local 
registrars for transmission to the State 
Health Department. 


An important provision against baby- 
murder is a requirement for certificates 
of both birth and death in the case of a 
still born child, and no mid-wife is per- 
mitted to sign a death certificate for such 
child. 
Heavy penalties are provided for 
failure to report such deaths to the reg- 
istrar. 


The registrars are to receive 25 cents 
for each birth and death reported, and 
50 cents for each disinterment certificate, 
the latter to bo paid by the person re- 
ceiving the certificate. Registrars fail- 
ing to perform their duties are liable not 
only to removal from office, but to fines 
of from $10 to $100. 


Big Cock Fight. 


Gettysburg, Dec. 29.—CJettysburg last 
night was again the scene of one of the 
cruel oock fights which have corne to bo 
BO common in this community. The night 
wasspencin drinking, gamblingand fight- 
ing and was a disgrace, to say the least, 
to any community claiming to be civil- 
ized. 


The birds belonged to several town men 
and several men from a distance. 
Sever- 
al were killed and others badly done up, 
only proving again the brutal character 
of the paesfime. 
Much money changed 
hands and altogether we suppose the be- 
ings, who call themselves men, had a 
grand and glorious time. 


No words are severe enough to de- 
nounce this "sport". 
The only pity is 
that, when the town men who participate 
are so well known they are not brought 
to justice. 
A regular electric lighted club 
house is used for the purpose and it is 
strange that Gettysburg should apparent- 
ly sanction the continuance of this bar- 
barous custom.

His home was in Otse- 
go, New York. 
He enlisted in Company 
K, of the 76th New York Regiment. 
In 
the battle of Gettysburg the first ball 
passed through his left thigh, the second 
ball entered his left groin, passed through 
the body, and came out at the right hip, 
the third ball entered rbove the left hip, 
passed through the body, fracturing the 
spinal column, and while lying on his 
face a shell bursting over him tore off a 
large portion of his right hip. 
In this 
condition he was on the battlefield four 
days under a July sun without assistance 
or nourishment, being stripped by the 
enemy of his shoes and stockings, ai d 
haversack and canteen of water, doubtless 
thinking he was as good as dead. 
He was 
finally taken to an old freight warehouse 
opposite the present W* M, R. R. depot,

HAT EVER partakes of the 
mysterious appeals to the 
niind of the Indian. Su- 
perstitious by nature and 
education and imagination 
to an extreme, all that is 


unknown and nnfathomed is asso- 
ciated with the miraculous and super- 
natural, and he lives in an atmosphere 
of mysticism. Death is to him a cir- 
cumstance of the highest degree of 
mystery, says the Los Angeles Times, 
and the ceremonies attending the fune- 
ral and burial are. therefore, elaborate 
and in many cases imposing:. 


The services over the dead vary 


greatly with different tribes, and the 
methods of disposing of the bodies 
are many. 
Inhumation is. perhaps, 


the most common method of putting 
away the dead, but even here there is 
a variety of customs. Some bury the 
dead in a sitting posture. 
Others 


double the body -together and bind it 
with, cords. 
Still others stand the 


body upright, and in other cases the 
corpse Is given a recumbent position. 
Several of the- tribes of the Southwest 
practice cremation; some dispose of 
their dead by placing the bodies upon 
elevated platforms; others entomb 
them in stone cysts, caves, huts or 
other buildings, while some of the 
coast tribes sink the bodies in the 
waters of the ocean. 


The Pima Indians bury their dead 


immediately, or as soon after death as 
possible. The burial generally takes 
place in the night time. The body is 
prepared for the grave by being tied 
double with ropes passed under the- 
knees and around the neck. When 
the medicine man cf the tribe pro- 
nounces death inevitable, the grave is 
prepared. 
This is a perfectly round 


hole, four or five feet deep, just large 
enough to receive the body. It often 
happens that the medicine man makes 
a mistake in the diagnosis of the case 
and the patient recovers. His grave 
is then left unfilled until such time as 
he Is ready to occupy it Should other 
members of the tribe die first, new 
srraves are prepared for them, the other 
being left to yawn till it gets the one 
for whom It was mace. It therefore 
happens that nearly every Pima ceme- 
tery contains several open graves. 


The burial Is accompanied by cnant- 


ing by the mourners, words laudatory 
10 the-departed being improvised. The 
grave is filled while the weird songs 
are being sung and a pole fence or 
covering is then constructed to protect 
the grave from the depredations of 
coyotes or other wild animals. The 
Immediate relatives of the departed

The grave the house and personal ef- 
fects of the departed are burned and 
his or her cattle and horses are slaugh- 
tered and cooked.

to an extreme, all that is 
unknown and unfathomed is asso- 
ciated -with the miraculous and super- 
natural, and he lives in an atmosphere 
of mysticism. 
Death is to him a cir- 
cumstance of the highest degree of 
mystery, says the Los Angeles Times, 
and the ceremonies attending the fune- 
ral and burial are, therefore, elaborate 
and in many cases imposing. 


The services over the dead 
vary 
greatly with different tribes, and the 
methods of disposing of the bodies 
are many. 
Inhumation is, perhaps, 
the most common method of putting 
away the dead, but even here there is 
a variety of customs. 
Some bury the 
dead in a 
sitting 
posture. 
Others 
double the body together and bind it 
with cords. 
Still others stand the 
body upright, and in other cases the 
corpse ia given a recumbent position. 
Several of the-tribes of the Southwest 
practice cremation; some dispose of 
their dead by placing the bodies upon 
elevated 
platforms; 
others 
entomb 
them in stone cysts, eaves, huts or 
other buildings, while some of the 
coast tribes sink the bodies in the 
waters of the ocean. 


The Pima Indians bury their dead 
immediately, or as soon after death as 
possible. 
The burial generally takes 
place in the night time. The body is 
prepared for the grave by being tied 
double with ropes passed under the 
knees and around the neck. 
When 
the medicine man of the tribe pro- 
nounces death inevitable, the grave is 
prepared. 
This is a perfectly round 
hole, four or five feet deep, just large 
enough to receive the body. It often 
happens that the medicine man makes 
a mistake in the diagnosis of the case 
and the patient recovers. 
His grave 
is then left unfilled until such time as 
he is ready to occupy it. Should other 
members of the tribe die first, new 
graves are prepared for them, the oiher 
being left to yawn till it gets thè one 
for whom it was made. It therefore 
happeps that nearly every Pima ceme- 
tery contains several open graves. 


The burial is accompanied by cnant- 
ing by the mourners, words laudatory 
to the departed being improvised. The 
grave is filled while the weird songs 
are being sung and a pole fence or 
covering is then constructed to protect 
the grave from the depredations of 
coyotes or other wild animals. The 
Immediate relatives of the departed 
cut their ha'ir as a sign of their mourn- 
ing, and they cease their occupations 
several weeks. 


Immediately after the services at 
the grave the house and personal ef- 
fects of the departed are burned and 
his or her cattle and horses are slaugh- 
tered and cooked. A great feast is then 
made in which all members of the 
tribe in the vicinity take part. 


The Navajos have a horror of death, 
and will not approach, a corpse save 
of necessity. 
When death occurs in a 
dwelling it Is immediately dbandoned, 
and as soon as practicable a now home 
is built. In the meantime the surviv- 
ing members of the household camp 
out or take refuge with other mem- 
bers of the tribe. 


Sometimes 
the house 
where the 
death take.s place is made to serve as 
a tomb for the dead, the doorway being 
filled with slicks and mud. It is more 
tisual, however, for the body to be 
buried in a grave prepared for it. 
the remains being convej'ed to the 
grave the next day after death by 
two 
perfectly 
naked 
Indians who, 
after the funeral, purify themselves 
before resuming their apparel. 


The body is followed by a long pro- 
cession of friends and relatives who 
march about the grave chanting songs 
and who, upon departing, deposit each 
upon the grave some article which the 
departed AVill need In making his jour- 
ney to the lower world—the location 
of the Navajo spirit land. 


The Hopl Indians liave one burial 
custom for adults and another for 
children. They believe that the spirits 
of the latter return to their mothers 
and that they are born again. 
They, 
therefore, dispose of the bodies of the 
young by putting them in the clefts 
in the i-ocks in the mesa, in any con- 
venient place, filling the crevice with 
slicks, stones and mud. The bodies 
of adults are laid in gi'aves at the foot 
of the mesa. 
After being carefully 
dressed and prepared for a long Jour- 
ney a prayer offering is laid with the 
body, to which Is attached 
a 
long 
string, and the body is then covered 
and a pile of stones laid on the grave. 
The string, which is left projecting 
from the grave, is then laid in a long 
trench running due west from the 
cairn. 


It is the belief of the Hopis tbat the 
spirit of the departed, which is thought 
to be aiileep with the body in the 


irrave, awakes at the exph'a:.on of 
the fourth day, when It is supposed to 
follow the string up out of the gravo 
and along the trench, when, having 
boon started in the right direction, it 
continues on its westward way till it 
comes to the Grand Canon, in the 
depths of which they bollGve to be the 
house for the dead, to which they have 
given the name of "Maski." 


The Apaches put their dead away in 
the clefts of the rocks, in shallow 
graves, and, in the case of children, in 
the treetops frequently. 
They chant 
the virtues of the departed at the time 
of burial, and the imniediate friends of 
the deceased give thems:^Ives up to 
mourning for a period. 


In the Coahuilla Cemetery, in the 
Colorado Deser^. ia a curious 
litter 
used by Indians to convey their dead to 
their last resting place. It consists of 
two iK)Ies. the hands of which are 
cunningly inlaid with tiny pieces of 
horn and bone, the poles being joined 
together by stringers of horse hide, 
upon which the bodies are laid. The 
burial of the dead is accompanied by 
elaborate 
ceremonies, 
including the 
chanting of songs and prayers and the 
giving of gifts to the departed, and the 
burning of the palm tree which was 
planted nt the birth of the departed 
and M'hich bore his or her name. 


The Yuma Indians of the Colorado 
Desert cremate their (>ad. A funeral 
pyre is erected as soon as, or before, 
death takes placc, and the burning of , 
the body takes 
place as soon after 
death 
as the arrangements can be 
completed. The clothing and personal 
effects of the departed are consumed 
with the body, together with r. quantity 
of food to last the snirlt ra its journey 
to the realm of pleasure, whence it 
is bound. The house is also burned, 
that those who survive may not be 
reminded of one who is gone, for. they 
sa5% "memory is but sorrow; therefore 
let us forget." 
• The Ute Indians place the bodies of 
their dead in caves, many bodies being 
entombed within a single cavern. Af- 
ter each entombment the mouth of the 
cave is stopped with sticks and stones 
to keep out animals, and the place is 
not again visited until the next inter- 
ment takes place. The preparation of 
the body for burial is simple. No 
change is made in the clothing, the 
limbs 
being 
straightened 
and the 
weapons of the deceased, if a male, or 
household implements, if a woman, be- 
ing placed beside the body. The male 
friends of the deceased 
shoot the 
horses and cattle which belonired to 
him and burn his house and personal 
effects. 
The female friends, whose 
duty it is to prepare the body for the 
tomb, bear the remains to their Inst 
resting place, uttering hideous cries 
during the march to the sepulclier. 


In the western part of Utah, In the 
Great Salt Desert, is a valley called' 
Skull Valley, because of the great 
number of human skulls and bone» 
found there. This locality is the homa 
of the Gosh-Ute Inrians, who have one 
of the most unique burial 
customs 
known. This consists in weighting the 
body with stones and sinking it in the 
mud and water of the few springs 
to be found in that region of thirst. 


The Mojave Indians cremate their 
dead upon a fun?ral pyre, similar to 
that of the Yumas, 
While the body 
is being consumed, certain priests or 
poot singers run about the pyre chant- 
ing the praises of the departed. The 
incineration takes place at night, and 
the ceremonies are weird and uncanny^ 
in the extreme. 


The Kelta Indians believe that when 
one of iheir tribe dies a little bird 
takes the spirit and starts with it for 
tlio spirit world. If the departed has 
lived a worthy life the bird reaches 
the happy land and the spirit dv,^ells 
there forever. 
If. however, the life 
has been an evil one, a cruel hawk 
catches the bird and devours it, to- 
gether with the soul which it Is bear- 
ing, and both perish miserably. 


The Karok Indians of 
California 
perpetuate the memory of their de- 
parted friends by abstaining from nil 
mention of them. If one is so forg^- 
ful as to mention the name of one of 
the dead, the others are shocked, for It 
Is their belief that the mention of the 
name causes the body or tones in the 
grave to turn and moan, and the spirit 
is halted on its journey toward the 
spirit land. In fact, the mention of the 
name of a departed friend is a deadly 
insult to the living relatives, and is 
punishable by the laws of the tribe 
with the same penalty as murder, a 
very heavy 
fine, 
known as *'blood.

GRASS RUNS FOR CHICKS. 


There is no place so good for young 
chicks as a nice grass plat, with shade 
trees to shield them from the hot sum­ 
mer’s sun. 


Tliejr gather many bugs and worms 
and seem to grow faster than when 
given other kinds of food exclusively. 


A very good way to arrange the 
broods is to hare slat coops for the 
hens, and allow the chicks to run 
about in the grass and return at pleas­ 
ure. Writb very young chicks it will be 
necessary to confine them ln the morn* 
ing until the sun has partly dried the 
dew from the grass, but after ten days 
or twro wreeks fhey will need no atten­ 
tion in this^re^fiect. 


If there is an orchard it will make an 
ideal place, and the chicks will benefit 
the tree, and destroy many bugs that 
injure the fruit.

TH E GOSLINGS. 


For hatching goose eggs, a good set­ 
ting 
hen 
should be used, avoiding 
heavy and clumsy or nervous, unreli­ 
able ones. 
No special care is needed, 
although many growers sprinkle the 
eggs twice a week after the first two 
w'eeks, Let the goslings remain under 
the hen several hours after hatching, 
first removing tbe shells from the nest. 
After a few7 hours they may be re* 
moved from the hen, and, if the weath­ 
er is favorable, given an outing with 
fresh w ater to drink and a little food. 
They do not need to eat before thirty- 
six hours from hatching, and may be 
given table scraps, scalded grain with 
fresh, short grass. 
When two week» 
old they are taken from the hen and 
given a grassy enclosure, which ie 
changed as soon as the grass is eaten 
off. 
They need plenty of fresh drink­ 
ing water, and a spring or brook right 
at hand is a great convenience. 
The 
water can be carried in a trough for a 
larger number of enclosures. Goslings 
grow very fast, and do not need much 
artificial warm th after tbe first. Grass 
should constitute about two-thirds of 
the food. 
W'hen large numbers are 
raised for market it pays to grow green 
crops to feed them. 
Goslings will be 
ready for market in two or three 
mouths, and are easily grown when 
the knack is once learned, and if the 
stock is healthy and vigorous.

HOW TO KECOGXIZE A TREE. 


There ia perhaps no tree more readi 
ily identified by its bark, says the 
Country Calendar, than our shollbark, 
or shagbark 
hickory. 
Its 
ash-gray 
bark is separated from the trunk in 
narrow strips. 
These are goujetimes 
free at both ends, curving away from 
the trunk, and attached only at the 
middle of the strip, or sometimes they 
are loos*» at one end, and cling by the 
other. 
The result is an exceedingly 
rough and shaggy trunk, which is eas- 
ily recognizable and never mistaken 
for another. 
Beside ,its 
distinctive 
shagginess, the bark is marked with 
crinking line.s. 


Tall and straight the trunk of the^ 
shad-bush may easily be Identified by 
its covering of slaty gray, 
marked 
with dark veining lines. 


Another rough-barked tree 
is 
the 
hackberry, sugarberry or nettle tree, 
the 
conspicuous 
warty 
knobs 
and 
ridges of which, crusting its bright 
graj' 
bark, 
make it readily distin- 
guished. 


The bark of the sassafras tree is- 
broken, at rather regular distances, 
into small plates, about ''•vo or six 
inches long. 
The lines made by these 
ruptures are very noticeable, so much 
so that tho bark formation suggests 
the piled-up blocks of a kindling wood 
such as grocers sell. 
All along th^ 
trunk of the tree one may Be<> the 
cross lines of these block like plates. 


The beautiful vein like marking ou 
the bark of our common Iwrnbeam is 
a feature distinct enough 
to 
make 
identifications of the tree a very sim- 
ple matter. 
No one can mistake its 
smooth, smoky or slaty gray, swelling 
in ridges which suggest the muscles of 
the arm. But the striking chaiacteris- 
tic of the hornbeam's bark is the over- 
cast of silveiy lines which fork and 
shoot in delicate veins over its surface, 
giving a very beautiful effect. 


On some trees the lenticela (little 
breathing holes in the bark, which ad- 
mit tho air to thfe inner tissues of the 
tree) are ao conspicuous and charac- 
teristic that thP3' become easily means 
of identiiication. This is especially the 
case 
with birches; 
noticeably, the 
cherry birch and the yellow birch. ' 


FLOmCULTURE,

rogation, flowers may be spoken of as 
noxious weeds; as plants goocl for»o1h- 
ing. 
Then as we begin to rise in the 
scale of manhood, we can begin to 
think of framing an intelligent answer, 
that flowers are good for pestiferous 
goats to eat. We, who attempt to culti- 
vate flowers in the populous city of 
Brooklyn, where we are sure manhood 
is developed as far as the goat ele- 
ment, can positively affirm that 
w^ 
know flowers are good for something 
for goats to eat. 
We have frequently 
such positive and ocular proof 
that 
flowers were not formed In vain that 
we can say positively we do know that 
flowers are good fo/ something. 
Ad- 
vancing a step beyond this position, 
where sight is lost in faith, we trem- 
blingly suggest that flowers were not 
formed in vain because they are beau- 
tiful. 
There is power 
in 
beauty. 
TJierefore the tiniest flower that blos- 
soms in the noonday sun is a thing of 
power. 
The Creator has 
numerous 
forms of power, and the beauty that 
responds to an eilucated eye from the 
petal of many lines is a power that can 
move the world. 
There is beauty in a 
crystal tear drop, and it i» balanced 
only by a mighty "power behind the 
throne." Q'here is beauty in the glow- 
ing sunbeams and who can 
compute 
the power thereof?

AIR FOR TREE AND PLANT ROOTS 


If the soil around plants and trees is 
packed they Avill languish from suffo- 
cation much as man Avonld do nnder 
similar conditions, which fact explains 
why ground which has become solidi- 
fied, fiom any cause rarely produce» 
thrifty plants. 
One of the troubles ol 
the amateur horticulturist is his neg- 
lect to provide for the proper areatlon 
of the soil; that is, to render it soft 
and porous so the air can peneti*ate to 
the i'oots of tiie plants. Plant and tree 
roots must have a proper supidy of air 
to be. thrifty to enable them to absorb 
the plant food in the soil. In Germany 
the 
professional 
goes to great eX' 
tremes to insure the proper ventilatior 
of 
the 
j'oot system, particularly ir* 
transplanting trees. 
During some ex- 
tensive transplanting jjear Berlin re 
centiy the aeration of the soil was se- 
cured by digging holes about five feel 
deep and a littie wider and filling tjiem 
with alternate layers of brushwood and 
soil. 
All the trees thus ti'eated mad< 
remarlcable gi'owth, although many oi 
them when set out seemed to be stunt- 
ed and unthrifty. 
This method of set 
ting out trees of all kinds, especiall5 
'fruit trees, promises much for sectioni 
wiiere unsatisfactory results have beet 
obtained.—The Kpltomist.

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OS ANGELES.—Most thrilling of 
all stories yet related of adven­ 
tures in stricken San Francisco 
during the days of liorror and 
nights of terror, is that of a party of 
four, two women and two men who ar- 
* rived here, after having spent a night 
and the greater portion of two days 
on the hills about Golden Gate Park, 
This 
party 
was composed of Mrs. 
Francis Winter, Miss Bessie Marley, 
Dr. Ernest W. Fleming and Oliver Po­ 
sey, all prominent local people. 


All were guests at the Palace Hotel. 
They returned with feet swollen and 
bruised from miles -of walking over 
ragged, broken streets and w’ith flesli 
seared and blistered from cinder and 
llame. 


Dr. Fleming told of his adventures 
as follows: 


“I was stopping in a room on the 
third floor of the hotel when the first 
shock occurred. An earthquake in San 
Francisco w*as no new sensation to me. 
I was there in 18G8, when a boy of ten 
years old, when the first great earth­ 
quake came. 
But that was a gentle 
rocking of a cradle to the one of Wed­ 
nesday. 


“I awoke to the groaning of timbers, 
the grinding, creaking sound, then 
came the roaring. Plastering and wall 
decorations fell. The sensation was as 
though the buildings were stretching 
and writhing like a snake. The dark­ 
ness was intense. 
Shrieks of women 
higher, shriller than that of the creak­ 
ing timbers, cut the air. 
I tumbled 
from the bed and crawled, scrambling 
t ' toward the door. 
The twisting and 
writhing appeared to increase. The air 
was oppressive. I seemed to be saying 
to myself, will it never, never stop. 
When I wrenched the lock the door 
of the room swung back against my 
shoulder. 
Just 
then 
the 
building 
seemed to breathe, stagger and right 
Itself. 


“But I fled from that building as 
(Zrom a falling wall. I could not believe 
J'that it could endure sucii a shock and 
still stand. 


“The next I remember I was stand­ 
ing in the street laughing at the unholy 
appearance of half a hundred men clad 
^jf Hln pajamas—and less. 
^ * 
“The women were in 
their night 
^ robes; they made a better appearance 
I than the men. The street was a rain- 
I bow of colors in the early morning 
I ilght. There was raiment of every hue 
h —and in many cases raiment never in- 
I tended to be seen outside the boudoir. 
J* 
“I looked at a man at my side; lie 
was laughing at me. Then for the first 
time I became aware that I was in pa­ 
jamas myself. I turned and, fled back 
to my room. There I dressed, packed 
%my grip and hastened back to the 
street. 


“All the big buildings on Market 
f street toward the ferry were standing, 
but I marked four separate fires. The 
fronts of the small buildings had falleii 
^out into the streets and at some places 
the debris had broken through the side­ 
walk into cellars. 


“I noticed two women near me. They 
were apparently without escort. 
One 
said to the other: ‘What wouldn't I 
give to be back in Los Angeles again?’ 
That awakened a kindred feeling and 
£ proffered my assistance. 
I put my 
Overcoat on the stone steps of a build­ 
ing and told them to sit there. In less 
than two minutes those steps appeared 
to pitch everything forward, to be fly­ 
ing at me. The groaning and writhing 
started afresh. 


“But I was just stunned. 
I stood 
there in the street with debris falling 
about me. It seemed the natural thing 
for the tops of buildings to careen over 
and for fronts to fail out. I do not even 
recall that the women screamed. 


“The street gave a convulsive shud­ 
der, and the buildings somehow righted 
themselves again, I thought they had 
crashed together above my head. The 
two women arose and started to walk. 
I followed in a kind of aimless sort of 
fvay, The street was filled with mov­ 
ing things again. 
The rainbow rai­ 
ment had disappeared, and all were 
clad in street clothes. Every one was 
(valking, but there was no confusion. 
We did not even seem in a hurry. 
Down Market street the flames were 
growing brighter. 


“We walked with our luggage to the 
S t Francis. Fires were burning down 
toward the ferry, but the Fire Depart­ 
ment had turned i t We had faith In 
the Fire Department Soon I became 
ware that squads of soldiers were pa- 
"trolling the streets. 
It appeared per­ 
fectly natural. 
I do not think I won­ 
dered why they were there. 


“Men and women were all about us. 


I 


% 
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We looked at each other and talked; 
.even tried lamely to joke. 
But every 
few minutes a convulsive quiver swept 
through the city. 
The others seemed 
to be shivering. 


“I noticed that the eyes of the men 
and women were rolling restlessly. 
Their tones were pitched high. 
It 
seemed to grate on my nerves. Then I 
fell to wondering whether I was talk­ 
ing shrilly, too. 


“I went to a grocery without a front 
and bought a few supplies—things that 
would make a cold lunch. The grocer 
did not even overcharge me. 
He was 
particular to give me the right change. 


“The soldiers came and told us to 
move on. It seemed the natural thing 
to do. By this time the fire was creep­ 
ing dangerously close. We wroukl have 
walked to the ferry. We tried it on a 
score of streets, but that wall of fire 
wras always there. It seemed to creep 
across in front of us. 


“And in front of the fire always 
walked the soldiers. 
A number of 
times I hired express wagons. 
We 
would ride for a few blocks and get 
out on the sidewalk. 
In not a single 
instance were we charged more than a 
reasonable price for the ride. 


“Once we loitered until the soldiers 
came up. 
A rough fellow, who had 
been standing by my side, tried to dart 
through the line. 
He looked like a 
beach comber. 


“A young lieutenant caught him by 
the coat. ‘Here/ he called to his men. 
‘Shoot this man!’ 


“I hurried on without looking back. 
I don’t remember that I heard a shot 
fired. 
But at the time it seemed so 
trivial a matter that I did not pay 
much attention. 


“The air was filled with the roar of 
explosions. Firemen, soldiers and citi­ 
zens were dynamiting great blocks. 
Sailors were training guns to rake 
rows of residences. 


“All the while we were moving on­ 
ward with the crowd. 
Cinders were 
falling about us. At times our clothing 
caught fire — just little embers that 
smoked once and went out. The sting­ 
ing cinders burned our faces and we 
used our handkerchiefs for veils. 


“Everybody around us was using 
some kind of cloth to shield their eyes. 
It looked curious to see expressmen 
and teamsters wearing those veils. 


“Quite naturally we seemed to come 
to Golden Gate Park. 
It seemed as 
though we had started for there. 
By 
this time the darkness was settling. 
But it was a weird twilight. The glare 
from the burning city threw a kind of 
red flame and shadow about us. 
It 
seemed uncanny; the figures about ua 
moved like ghosts. 


“The wind and fog blew chill from 
the ocean, and we walked about to 
keep warm. Thousands were walking 
about, too; but there was no disturb­ 
ance. 


“Families trudged along there. There 
was no hurry. 
All appeared to have 
time to spare. The streets, walks and 
lawns were wiggling with little parties, 
one or two families in each. 


“All night we moved about the hills. 
Thousands were moving with us. As 
the night wore on the crowd grew. 
Near daylight the soldiers came to the 
park. They were still moving in front 
of the flre. 


“I had bought a little store of pro­ 
visions before nightfall. I walked over 
to the fire made by one squad of sol­ 
diers and picked up a tin bucket. 
I 
went to a faucet and turned it on. A 
little water was there, 
I boiled some 
eggs, and we ate our breakfast. Then 
we concluded to make our way to the 
water front, as soldiers were driving 
us from that part of the hills. 
The 
flames were still after us. 


“We walked toward the water front 
for hours. 
Part of the time it was 
through 
the 
burned district 
The 
streets 
were rough, the sidewalks 
jagged and broken, 
The women suf­ 
fered severely. 
Jagged stones and 
wires cut their thin shoes from their 
feet Bandages did no good. 


“The walk back through the ruins 
was the worst of all 
Dead horses lay 
along our path. Some were burned to 
a crisp. On Howard street, near Mar­ 
ket, lay the charred bodies of two men* 
Those were the only dead we saw in 
the streets. 


“Walking and resting, we reached 
the ferry near sunset. Soldiers seemed 
to be everywhere. They were offering 
milk to women and children. We took 
a boat to Oakland and hastened by 
trains to Los Angeles. If it were not 
from the sting of the cinders that still 
stick to my face I might think it was 
all a nightmare.”

INDUSTRY 


As a hailstone melts in water, it 
gives off a large bubble of air, evi« 
dently enclosed under great pressure. 


In Japan, according 
to 
Professor 
Milne, the highest authority on the 
subject, there is at least one earth« 
quake daily. 


Chemical fire engines are used in 
Sydney, Australia, and they are likely 
to be used largely hereafter to check 
bush fires during the summer months. 


The 
manioc root of Madagascar 
yields as much as ninety-five per cent 
of sugar. It has been used extensively 
for the manufacture of starch and glu­ 
cose, and several Paris distillers are 
now making alcohol o£ it; 220 pounds 
have yielded from ten to thirteen gal­ 
lons of crude alcohol. 


For all its beauty, the lily of the val­ 
ley is denounced by scientists on the 
ground that both the stalks and the 
flowers contain poisons. 
It is risky 
to put the stalks into one’s mouth, as 
if the sap happens to get into even 
the tiniest crack in the lips it may 
produce swelling, often accompanied 
by pain. 


The Academy of Science, in Munich, 
has made a grant of 500 marks to Pro­ 
fessor Oscar Schultze, of Wurzburg, 
for an investigation of the minute anat­ 
omy of the electrical organs of fishes, 
and a grant of 2500 marks to Dr. Rosz, 
curator of the Botanical Museum, at 
Munich, for zoological and botanical 
studies in Central America. 


It has been estimated that women 
use only about one-fourth of their lung 
capacity in breathing. 
This means 
that only one-fourth of the oxygen 
needed by the blood is obtained and 
that there is a consequent lack of en­ 
ergy; headaches and indigestion pre­ 
vail and food is tasteless unless highly 
seasoned.

TRIBE DANCES ALL THE TIME, 


9 tr * n r e r e o p te W h o I n h a b i t th e In te rio r 


of Madagascar. 


A tribe that dances, and dances all 
the time except when sloopiug or rest* 
ing, is the Tannin« the “forest people” 
of the north central part of Madagas­ 
car. 
They dance instead of walk­ 
ing, and iustead of running they only 
dajuce faster; their religious ceremonies 
are dances; their amusement is danc­ 
ing; they dance even while hewing 
trees, erecting houses or gathering rice. 
They have danced so long for many 
generations, that they have forgotten 
other gaits and other motions and 
go through life in one long delirious 
whirl. 


Besides dancing in quantity it is 
declared that their dances, or some of 
them, are the most expressive and 
meaningful, as well as the most beau­ 
tifully and gracefully executed in the 
world. 


Every emotion of the human race is 
expressed in their dances, and the 
forms of the dance are as numerous 
as the emotions of the dancer, says 
the Chicago Tribune. They dance with 
arms, with logs, with bodies and with 
faces, posing in every conceivable at 
titude, and doing steps and executing 
movements that would make the most 
skilful of stage dancers wild with 
envy. 


Every form of the dances, almost, 
Is used among these “forest people.*’ 
At the beginning of one of their dances 
the warriors, thrilling with pride and 
the lust of battle, go forth to meet 
the foe. 
Then comes (he contliet, the 
wild struggle, in which the dancers 
work themselves up to a pitch of 
frenzy, screaming rhythmically, while 
the musical instruments rise higher and 
higher, and the crowd of spectators, 
resting from their own efforts in other 
dances, joiu in the cries, urging the 
dancers to wilder exertions. 
The de­ 
feat, the rout the capture follow rap­ 
idly, made so plain and so clear in 
meaniug that any one of any land 
could understand. Then the torture, in 
which the bodies of the dancers writhe 
and tremble, and tlreir faces express 
acute agony and fear, the awful sup­ 
plication, and then woo and disgrace 
as they dance away into captivity. 


The musical instruments which are 
used in their ceremonial dances, such 
as the arrival of a distinguished visitor, 
the installing of a new official or the 
burial of a gread dancer, are of in­ 
terest The greatest is a sort of zither, 
and next is a primitive form of the 
violin, with four strings, which is 
shaped like a huge melon. Also they 
have a flute callcd valiha, wnieh is 
made of bamboo. 
They have a bam­ 
boo drum, the head of which is a hide, 
and also a bamboo, covered at both 
ends with hide, inside of which round 
stones are shaken rhythmically. 


Their chants and their wild, weird 
music from the odd orchestra furnish 
a remarkabi' accompaniment for the 
dances; but with or without music, 
these odd people dance. 


It is a common sight, according to 
the French explorers, to see scores of 
men working in the rice fields, shuf­ 
fling their feet, swayinc their bodies 
and chanting melodiously while work­ 
ing. Iu Sahasinaka, the principal town 
of the Tauala, the men can be seen 
dancing along the streets in a sort of 
swinging two step; and the carriers 
when packing heavy loads through the 
great forests dance along « nder their 
lrdens, for a time swaying their bod­ 
ies, then doing a little crow Jig with 
their feet as they advice, and, al­ 
though four men may be carrying a 
priest or an important man In a litter» 
they dance all the way, ceming never 
to tire. 


The children begin to dance almost 
as soon as they can toddle, and liter­ 
ally dance to the grave. The explorers 
«aw a funeral, four men carrying the 
body of a petty chief on their shoul­ 
ders, with a procession of mourner» 
following, the entire crowd dancing to­ 
ward the big burial pit, where the 
bodies of all who die In that village are 
thrown.

medicament,"

that Avhen a *\sure thlnp" .to promote 
hair growlh is discovered its flow will 
be as the flow of Niagara. 


Aicaln, 
many 
persons, 
otherwise 
scrupulously well groomed, entertain 
nonsensical theories as to the harm- 
fulness of the shampoo. 
They main- 
tain that it makes the scalp too dry, 
or that it makes the hair "poor," or 
that daudruif follows the use oi soap 
and water. 
It is a great pity that this 
notion should be lodged in any mind, 
for nothlup: is moi^ certain than that 
the v<;crupulously clean scalp is the 
healthy one. 


To the question, how^ often should 
shampooing be done? it may be an- 
swered that it entirely depends on the 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 
who have to travel to and fro on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged in dusty 
work, should shampoo much oftener 
than those who are not so e::posed; but 
it is a safe rule to say that if dandruff 
is noticed or falling of the hair, then 
the head should be washed. 
Once a 
fortnight In ordinary cases is probably 
enough for decency, but once a week 
never hurt any one, if the shampoo is 
properly given. 


Any good simple soap will serve for 
this purpose, although the tincture of 
green soap, which is simply a liquid 
or soft soap Avith a little alcohol added, 
is very convenient to use, as it pro- 
duces a fine lather quickly and easily, 
and the alcohol helps in the cleansing 
process.

Burial Rcgfulflitions. 


The rules and regulations given out by 
^ the Department of Health and in ef- 
fect since the Ifit of January 1906 relative 
to the disposition of the dead has been 
creating considerable discussion all over 


1 the State. 


The ach creating this <lepartment was 
pâsaed by.tholast Legislature and gives 
: the commissioner unlimited power in the 
discharge of his duties. The board con- 
sists of a commissioner whose salary is 
fl0,000 a year and six advisary members 
whose salary is $2,500 a year each and ex- 


t penses. 


Among the rules given out to undertak- 
ers and sextons etc., by this board we find 
that a grave must be 7 feet deep from top 
, pf casket ; the bodies of all persons dying 
: of contagious diseases^shall be enveloped 
in a sheet saturated with a mixture of 
chlorinated lime and buried within 36 
hours ; the bodies of all persons dying of 
cholera, anthrax, dsphtheria, cerebro-spi 
1 nal meningitis, leprosy, plague scarlet fev 
, er and typhus fever, come under the above 
clause. 
The undertaker in charge shall 
be responsible for the carrying out of 
t jibove orders. . Any violation is punisha- 
> ble by a line of • ot m(»re than $100 or im- 
; J)risoninent of one month or both. 


No dead body shall be disinterred ex- 


; cept by permit of local registrar for which 
' .a fee of fifty cents will be charged.

'Aid For Mad Do? Victims. 


Harriaburg, Jan. 14.—The cases of Hy- 
drophobia or rabies that have been report- 
ed in different parts of the State recently 
have prompted Commiseioner of Health 
' Samuel G. Dixon to call attention to an 
. act passed by the last Legislature which 
provides for furnishing treatment to needy 
persons who have been bitten by mad 
dogs. 


According to this act, the poor directors 
must provide all needy persons who may 
pQ bitten by dogs suffering from hydro- 
phobia or rabies with the proper medical 
attention, to prevent the development of 
the disease. 
This medical attention may 


. include the Pasteur treatment.

Dcatn Mystery of Paul Marks. 
Some mystery surrounds the death of 
Paul marks, a former Littlestown boy, 
who diod in Indianapolis, Indiana, Sun- 
day, Jan. 7. His body was expectcd to ar 
rive hi Littlestown on Monday night, and 
the funeral was set for Tuesday, Jan. 9th. 
The remains, however, did not arrive at 
that place until Thursday. Younj; Marks, 
who was a son of Mr, and Mrs. Henry 
Marks, formerly of Littlestown, now of 
Charlottsville, Va., went west last June 
and entered Purdue University to take up 
a course in electrical engineering. He 
later went to Indianapolis, where he was 
working in an automobile establishment. 
It was in that city that he died on Bun- 
day, 
His parents, who reside in Char- 
lottsville, were notified of his death but 
no cause was given in the message. Since 
then the parents have tried to find out 
the cause, but, it is feaid,;;;all efforts have 
proved in vain. About a score of telegrams 
have been sent to Indianapolis and to 
Western relatives to find out, if possible, 
some particulars of the death, but noth- 
ing definite was ascertained. 
He is sur- 
vived by his parents, three sisters and one 
brother. 
The funeral was held at Littles- 
town Thursday afternoon. 


Young Marks was aged 18 years. His 
remains were sent from Indianapolis on 
Sunday, Jan. 7, by the American Express 
Co. 
The funeral was to have been held 
on Tuesday, Jan, 9, at Littlestown, but in 
some manner the remains went astray 
and were not recovered until tracers had 
been sent out by the Express Company. 


Later developments show that young 
Marks was murdered, as appears from an 
interview which a^member of the family 
gave to a reporter of the York Press on 
Thursday afternoon, while the body lay 
at York, awaiting shipment to Littles 
town. 


From the information obtained it ap 
pears that young Marks was shot while 
on his way along the railroad track to the 
postoffice to mail some letters. 


Victim of Jealousy. 


In a letter received by a friend in 
York from the young lady in Indianapo- 
lia, lud., to whom Paul Marks, the young 
man who was shot Jan, 7, paid attention, 
the writer declares^her conviction that 
Marks waslshot by another young man 
who was jealous of him. The young 
lady writes: 


*Taul. I know, was shot by a young 
man Avho wished to call on me, and in 
whose way Mr. Marks stood. 
I know 
ho was not. shot by thugs, as ho had call- 
ed on me a short time before he was shot 
aud had considerable money in his wal- 
let. Ho had the money when he was 
found after he was shot, and if he had 
been shot by thugs they would have tak- 
en his money.'* 


The young lady is also sure that young 
Marks did not commit suicide, as ho was 
shot iu the back.

haversack and canteen of water, doubtless 
thinking he was as good as dead. 
He was 


finally 
taken to an old freight warehouse 
opposite the present W. M. R. R. depot, 
where those deemed incurable were taken. 
From there kind hands bore him to home 
of Rob't Sheads, and later to home of Mrs. 
Myers, a sister ot Mrs. Sheads, and he was 
tenderiy cäred for so that he survived the 
horrible wounds, one of which never clos- 
ed, over 42 years. 
Mr. Smith usually 
spent his vacations every summer in Get- 
tysburg.

Nut Candy—One pint of brown su- 
gar, one teacupful of nut kernels, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one cup of 
sweet milk. 
Break the nut kernels 
into small pieces and place in the oven 
to brown a little. Boil the milk, butter 
and sugar until the candy "is nearly 
done, then add the nuts. 


Cliocolate Fudge—One pint of light 
brown sugar, one-half cup of chocolate, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one cup _ 
of sweet milk. Put this on in a gran- 
ite pan and stir while cooking. Try by 
taking a Htlle in a saucer and stirring 
rapidly; If it thickens well it Is done 
and should be taken from the stove 
and stirred rapidly until it is of the 
consistency 
of 
thick cream. 
Pour 
quickly into a pan and cut into squares 
before it liardens. 


Almond Pudding—Blanch and beat to 
a paste four ounces of sweet almonds 
and six bitter ones, adding a little rose 
water to prevent oiling. 
Add a few 
lumps of loaf sugar, which liave been 
well rubbed on the rind of a lemon, a 
piece of butter, the size of an egg. pre- 
viously melted in a glass of warm 
cream, five eggs well beaten, and a lit- 
tle grated nutmeg. 
Put the mixture 
Into a buttered pie-dish or in buttered 
cuns; bake in a moderate oven for lialf 
an hour and serve with sweet sauce.

Sauce—Make a batter of one cup of 
milk, a Leaping cupful of flour in 
which I^as been sifted a teaspoonful of 
baldng powdez*, five eggs, the yolks and 
whites beaten separately, two-thirds of 
a cupful of dried bread crumbs and 
one cupful of chopped pineapple. Pour 
into a well-buttercd mold and steam foi 
three Iiours, »Sauce—Beat the yolks of 
four eggs with one cupful of poAvdercd 
sugar until very light; add the juice of 
an orange, and cook over hot water 
until the mixture begins to thicken. 
Cool, then 
fold in 
one 
cupful 
of 
whipped cream. 


Preserved Quinces — Pare, quarter 
and coro the fruit, saving skins and 
cores, 
Put quinces over the fire with 
just enough water to cover them and 
simmffr until aoft, but not broken. 
Take out fruit and spread on dishes 
to cool, add parings and cores to water 
In wJiich quinces w^ere boiled, stew 
them an hour and then Vtrain through 
a jelly bag. To each pint of this liquid 
allow a pound of sugar. Boil and skim 
this and then boil fifteen minutes long- 
er. Take all off the fire and let stand 
in deep dish twenty-four liours. 
Then 
drain oif syrup and Jet it boil. Put in 
quinces and boll fifteen minutes. Tak<» 
out fruit again, spread on dishes and 
then boil syrup down to nearly a jellj 
Vwt fruit into jars two-thirds full and 
cover with the syrup.

N a grove near the Rio 
Grande 
River, thlrty-fivo years ago, was 
camped a body of fifty men in tho 
loose 
uniform 
of

Rangers, says a writer in the Chicago 
Record-Herald. 
The grove was about 
half a mile in diameter» and nearly 
circular. The rnngers sought rest after 
a fruitless search for bands of Apaches 
known to be on both sides of 
the 
river. 
It 
was 
customary for the 
ransers and the Mexican rurals to help 
each other when near the border line. 
^ Tlie rangers were a stalwart, bronzed 
and hardy set of men, of Intelligent 
face and fiuiet in conversation 
aud 
ixianners. 
They were maintained by 
the State to suppress internal disorder 
and repel external invasion; they were 
selected from the better class of citi- 
zens who were endowed with 
civic 
virtues and governed by patriotic pur- 
poses. 
Long service had given them 
the mastery of every kind of warfare 
with the desperate, lawless and pitiless 
Indian. 
Their discipline was perfect, 
either in camp or 
field.

FRENCH JOURNALISM? 


LlTclyi PoireTful, Kntirtnlnlnp: nnd of 


Literary Merlti 


All France is centred in Paris,' and 
the Parisian newspaper is the gossip of 
the world for the provinces. 
A few 
provincial newspapersoutslde the great 
Cray city have attained success, and 
they are often fully equal to distinc- 
tion, 
but 
in the farthest corner of 
France the Parisian news-sheet may 
be found carefully put away for peru- 
sal in a leisure moment, and is part of 
the literature of miner, farmer and 
tradesmen. 
It is In most cases good 
literature, too, for every writer of note 
In Franre uses its columns to treat of 
art, books or politics, or to run a story 
serially, and it is often fully equal to 
the best of our magazines. 


It caters to two sets of people within 
Paris itself, those who go to 
their 
newspaper in the morning for the se- 
rious business of the day, and the peo- 
ple oil the Boulevard anxious to be 
amused as well as Informed, and the 
result is that the evening paper is by 
far tho more popular, since the French- 
man can leisurely unfold it at his cafe, 
or chat about it to his friends after 
business hours. 
It oddly bears the 
date of the following day, not the date 
of the day of Issue, at the top of the 
page. 


Often the reacler will buy a certair 
sheet because a writer of note dally 
signs a certain article, and this has 
created in Franco a unique type of 
journal that may be properly called a 
one-man newspaper, a peculiar Pari- 
sian institution that dates from the day 
of Kochefort. who found himself black- 
listed, to use an American term, by tho 
whole French press because of his po- 
litical views, and was forced to starts 
a newspaper of his own. With tho evi- 
dence of power of some gifted iudivid- 
xial, capital eagerly centres around his 
pen, and he becomes a national 
figure 
who may attain political fame with a 
rapidity strange to tho foreign specta- 
tor. 
Tho more fearless a thinker he 
proves himself to be. the more likely 
he is to gather about himself a "set'' 
that will follow his lead in any na- 
tional emergency. 


A newspaper with the American fea- 
ture of giving extended 
telegraphic 
news has been issued by an enterpris- 
ing American, and has found a place. 
There is, however, enough of the busi- 
ness spirit among French journalists 
to keep the Parisian newspaper thor- 
oughly up to date, and the foreign 
methods of handling news are studied 
and copied. 


Curiously enough Paris has produced 
a paper. La Fronde, which is manarjed, 
edited and composed by women. 
It has 
obtained quite a circulation and con- 
tinues to hold its own. 


Penny papers have gained a foothold 
and the time is not far distant when a 
Parisian, like the newspaper 
reader 
everywhere, will question the wisdom 
of paying two or three sous for news 
that is given with equal completeness 
by the cheaper papers. 
Custom alone 
has kept up the higher price. 


In investigating the success of tho 
really great French newspapers, one 
soon discovers the overshadowing im- 
portance of the literary qualities of 
the chief editor. 
He must in addition 
have a thorough knowledge of world 
politics, must read several languages, 
and be ready to adequately meet a po- 
litical emergency. 
When he is power- 
ful enough he can and has affected tre- 
mendous revolutions. 
He may some- 
times be a charlatan, but while clever- 
ness may hold the boulevard readers 
for an hour, it cannot be pretentious 
in the face of the political 
changes 
which France is undergoing. 
Editors 
are familiar figures on the floor of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and they have 
been a notable part of every Cabinet. 


No paper that is not Republican can 
count on a great circulation in Paris» 
I'liere are, however, a few newspapers 
of different shades belonging to 
the 
monarchical parties»that find a fanati- 
cal following. Catholicism also has Its 
hearing In these days of struggle be- 
tween 
the 
Church and the French 
State. Foreign governments have their 
subsidized press in Paris, and are able 
to prejudice the masses when a foreign 
controversy is on the horizon.

Tlie 
first 
hoeing must be done as 
soon as tho beans are up. 
When they 
poke their noses above the ground and 
put forth their first green leaves 
they 
also carry the kernels of tho old seed 
vrith them on the stnik. 
These ker- 
neis divide into the two halves just 
under the first leaves. 
These must be 
covered at once. 
This is all that the 
first hoeing calls for, and. Indeed, all 
that Is necessary In future hoeings is 
to keep these old seeds covered by soil 
If these two kernels are not covered 
at once but are allowed to dry in the 
iilr, the vine will lose vigor.
